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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 1 recites the limitation "a called subscriber number" in line 4 and also "a 
called subscriber number" in line 7. Therefore, it is not clear if there is one or more 
called subscriber number. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 , 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ono etal. (JP2001 -238259). 

Regarding claim 1, Ono discloses a Web access providing system 
comprising Web connecting means for, if more than one call is provided in one 
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communication channel based on multiple. access technology, in response to a 
call from a calling subscriber terminal to a called subscriber terminal, sending a 
URL to connect the call to a Web page associated with said called subscriber 
terminal, said URL being associated with a called subscriber number including 
the telephone number and mail address pre-registered in said called subscriber 
terminal and being stored in said called subscriber terminal, whereby said system 
allows said calling subscriber terminal to access said Web page (Ono: Paragraph 
0024, line 1 through Paragraph 0025, line 5 wherein the communication system 
as well as the calling and called subscriber terminals are capable of performing 
voice and data communication such as making a phone call and receiving a 
message or an e-mail in return), and authentication means for performing 
authentication of the subscriber number of said calling subscriber terminal in 
response to said call, wherein said Web connecting means connects said call to 
said Web page associated with said called subscriber terminal depending on the 
result of said authentication by said authentication means, and the authentication 
by said authentication means verifies that the subscriber number of said calling 
subscriber terminal is contained in a subscriber number list associated with said 
called subscriber terminal (Ono: Paragraph 0026, line 1 through Paragraph 0029, 
line 3 wherein access to this particular service is given to those callers who are 
registered with the system). 

Regarding claim 4, Ono discloses wherein said subscriber number list is a 
telephone directory stored in said called subscriber terminal (Ono: Paragraph 
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0026, line 1 through Paragraph 0029, line 3 wherein the server control section 
checks the calling subscriber number). 

Regarding claim 5, Ono discloses wherein said authentication is 
performed in said called subscriber terminal (Ono: Paragraph 0026, line 1 
through Paragraph 0027, line 7). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 7/20/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments that the reference by Ono fails to 
teach multiple access technology. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
arguments presented by the applicant. Ono clearly discloses that the calling 
terminal is capable of performing voice and data communication. In other words, 
as it has been described above, the caller dials a phone number and makes a 
phone call, then the caller receives a message or an e-mail address with regards 
to a URL associated with the dialed phone number, thus, it clearly shows that the 
calling subscriber as well as the communication system belongs to a multiple 
access technology system. Therefore, the office action mailed on 4/20/2007 
stands.
